PUMPS REVEAL FORCE OF 


EXPLOSION ON THE MAINE 





(Condition of. Boat Worse Than Was Supposed, 


but General Bixby Is 


Pushing the Work 


of Uncovering the Wreck. 





Cable te the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
HAVANA, June 16.—The force of the 


explosion which sank the battleship 
Maine was far greater than has been 
supposed, Gen. Bixby told a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent today, as he stood 
on the cofferdam surrounding the} 
wreck and watched the operations which 
are exposing the craft. 


He is hopeful of sending the water 
down to the 20-foot level within three 
days. He said: 

“The work is progressing nicely de- 
spite the inclement weather. The for- 
ward deck of the vessel is still sub- 
merged, but we, now have the after- 
deck bared to a point forward of the 
engine room. The after deck from the 
forward part of the after turret shows 
a decided wrench to port, while the 
engine room section sits plumb in the 
water, showing the terrific force of the 
explosion, twisting the ship abaft the 
engine room. But the extra weight of 
the engines caused that portion of the 
vessel to settle in an upright position. 

“Forward of the engine room deck 
section the heavy deck structure is 
rclled backward and upward in 2 
frightful mass of tangled wreckage, in- 
pinata as far as is known, where the

was Lowell M. Palmer, director of the 
American Sugar Refining Co. from 1899 
to 1905, and head. of its traffic depart- 
ment for years preceding that. 

At the outset of the hearing Repre- 
sentative Madison of Kansas, who con- 
ducted the examination, used as a basis 
of his questions a page from the book 
of minutes of the board of directors. 
It bore date of Sept. 6, 1898, and its 
paramount feature was the authoriza- 
tion of a committee to buy outside re- 
fineries. 

The page read: ‘On motion, a special 
committee, consisting of the president, 
vice-president and Mr. Thomas, was ap- 
pointed to fix the price of refined sugar; 
they were authorized in their discretion 
to make the price of granulated not 
less than 4s above the price of centrifu- 
gal of 96 degrees test, refined sugars 
to correspond. They were authorized 
and empowered to purchase for account 
of the company, or hold outside refin- 
eries at a price and upon terms to be 
fixed by them in their discretion.” 

With this as a basis from which to 
get at the policy of the American Sugar 
Refining Co. Judge Madison questioned 
the witness about the first combination 
of sugar refineries in 1887 and combina- 
tions or acquirements during the period 
Palmer was a director. 

Incidentally, the witness told 
rebates reccived by the company, claim- 
ing it had merely got its share of the 
rebates in the days when such were in 
fashion. 

He also defended as legitimate the 
company’s lighterage and charges on 
transfer of sugar shipments in New 
York Harbor. 

Havemeyer Obtained Cash. 

Judge Madison questioned the wit- 
ness concerning the formation of the 
National Sugar Refining Co. of New 
Jersey. 

“Tt was organized for the purpose of 
buying four companies,”’ said the wit- 
ness. ‘“‘Mr. Havemeyer told me he had 
organized it with his own money and a 
little he had gotten from the National 
City Bank.’’ 

Witness said the American company 
procured a majority af the preferred 
stock of fhe National, but when the 
question of the legality of the common 
stock of the National came up he and 
H. O. Havemeyer broke. 

“Do you know where the stock now 
is?’ . 

“Why, I understand that §7,600,000 
value of it is in the Havemeyer family.”’ 

“Do you know whether any money or 
other valuable consideration was ever 
paid by Havemeyer or members of his 
family for the issuing of this stock?’

Husband of- Cardinals’ Own- 
er Says He Has Made Many 
Errors of Late, and That 
He Will Not Apply for Re- 
instatement in the Matri- 
monial League.

,} Britton took the announcement that his 
wife, the owner of the &t. Louis Cardi- 
nals, had sued him for divorce with 
smiling philosophy. 

“You know, the rules of the National 
League provide that only a certain num- 
ber of players can be carried,” he said. 
“Well, I have been dropped; that is all. 

“I have been fielding my position very 
poorly lately, and have made many er- 
rors. I shall not apply for reinstate- 
ment. And above all, I will not contest 
the divorce suit. 

Mrs. Britton, the only woman owner 
of a major league ball team in the coun- 
try,, filed her suit for divorce yesterday. 

Mrs. Britton, who was a niece of M. 
Stanley Robison, inherited the St. Louis 
team from her uncle 10 weeks ago. She 


is 82 years old and has two children, 
a boy and girl. Britton is president of 
the Britton Printing Co. and has other 
large business interests. 

Left Home After Quarrel. 

“It waseonly a few days ago that I 
decided to apply for a divorce,” said 
Mrs. Britton at her home, Villa Hedges, 
on the lake shore boulevard in Bra- 
tenahl. ‘‘We had quarreled here in our 
home two weeks ago and Mr. Britton 
then left. I requested Attorney Gage to 
apply for an injunction to prevent him 
from coming again. Gage did so and 
the Judge granted the order. 

“We will not become reconciled. There 
is no possibility of our making up. I 
did not ask for alimony, but of course 
I did ask for the custody of my two 
little children. I have no fear but that 
they will be given to My care by the 
court. 

“You see it is purely a family trouble 
and there is not much to tell except 
what is in the petition filed in court.’’ 

Cruelty and Neglect, 

In the petition filed by Attorney Ben- 
camin A, Gage, Mrs. Britton charges her 
husband with cruelty and gross neglect 
of duty.

Mrs. Britton charges that her husband 
has treated her and their children with 
ine utmost coldness and indifference 
and has shown them no husbandly or 
fatherly affection at all. On numerous 
cccasions, the charges continue, Brit- 
ton has humiliated his wife and belit- 
tled her in the presence of guests and 
scquaintances without just cause. 

Britton has been intensely jealous, it 
is claimed, and frequently in jealous 
rage has made cruel, humiliating and 
untruthful charges against her. 

The Brittons were married in Cleve- 
land Oct. 29, 1901. The children are Frank 
de Haas Britton, 8 years old, and Marie 
Robison Britton, 3 years old. 

Mrs. Britton lives with her mother, 
widow of the late Frank de Hass Rob- 
ison. Schuyler P. Britton, the husband, 
has been living with a friend since he 
left the home of his wife and mother- 
in-law, following the quarrel with Mrs. 
Britton.

BARGE WITH A 
RECORD CARGO IS 
COMING HERE 


Biggest Consignment From New 
Orleans Since Old Days 
Expected Friday. 








The largest cargo that has reached 
St. Louis from New Orleans since the 
old days of river traffic is scheduled 


to arrive Friday on the steel barge 
Edward H. Green. The boat is load- 
ed with 70 carloads of sugar. con- 
sisting of 5600 barrels and 2000 sacks. 
Immense consignments of freight are 
piled on the levee to be loaded on 
the barge for the return trip south, 

The barge, towed by the Mariner in 
command of Capt, Jack McCaffrey, is 
owned by the Mississippi Valley 
Transportation Co. and will ply be- 
tween this port and New Orleans in 
an effort to re-establish the old river 
freight line. The boat is fireproof 
and practically indestructible, mak- 
ing the marine insurance cost about 
half of that in the old wooden-hull 
steamers.

other barees in the trade and construct 
modern, steel-hull towboats to pilot 
them. This will enable the company to 
issue tariffs based on an insurance 
tate, which will be much less than rail- 
road rates.

The barge has a capacity of 1600 tons, 
and draws, when loaded to its full ca- 
pacity, eight feet, making it a modern 
light-draft vessel. It is 200 feet long, 36 
feet wide, 10% feet depth of hold, with 
a closed cargo box above the deck for 
freight. 

W. K.* Kavanaugh, president of the 
company, has announced that a ware- 
house will be constructed at the foot 
of Walnut street for the storage of 
freight. The barges will dock at this 
point.

Investigation by Government 
Does Not Provide a Bar, in 
Experts’ Opinion. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 16.—There is no 
bar to a criminal prosecution of of- 


ficers of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration or civil action against the 
irust itself by the Government. The 
investigation of the Steel Trust by the 
Bureau of Corporations did not give 
the trust immunity from action by the 
Government. 

This is the opinion of several legal 
experts of the Department of Justice 
who have been investigating the ques- 
tion of a prosecution of the trust and 
its officials. 

According to these experts, Judge 
Gary’s own testimony before the Stan- 
ley Investigating Committee of the 
House was evidence enough that the 
trust is not immune from prosecution.

The operation was performed Jn St. 
Raphael’s Roman Catholic Hospital, 
May 9, by Dr. M. D. Slattery of New 
Haven. Dr. Slattery made the diagnosis 
two days before, set at naught the 
theories of half a dozen of Cleveland’s 
best-known physicians and found just 
what he expected—a depression at the

urged her to seek death in a number of 
ways.

A FREE BRIDGE UNDERSTANDING 

There is reason to hope that the celebration of 
the completion of the free bridge piers will mark 
the beginning of the end of misunderstandings 
between the municipal administration and the 
public regarding the structure. | 

Councilman Lehmberg with several other mem- 
bers of the Municipa] Assembly took a wise stand 
in declaring that the question of approaches must 
be settled in a way to assure the realization of 
the end for which the bridge is being built before 
the bond election. 

A long step towards right understanding was 
taken when President Reber accompanied the 
Joint Committee of the Council and House in a 
tour of inspection of possible bridge approaches. 
President ReLer’s assurance with the acquiescence 
of the committee that the bridge “cannot bo pock- 
eted or bottled up” goes far to reassure those who 
foolishly or otherwise feared the success of de- 
signs against the bridge’s usefulness on the part 
of opposing railroad interests. 

If the Municipal] Assembly under the guidance 
of the Joint Committee shall proceed to lay the 
foundation for free approaches offering oppertun- 
ity for the use of the bridge by all railroads 
whether in or out of the Terminal combine, the 
final blow will be given to effective opposition. 

The Post-Dispatch does not approve of all the 
protests and complaints about bridge plans and 
bridge work. Many are unreasonable and are due 
to ignorance and unfounded suspicion. Others are 
reasonable demands for fair assurance of sound 
policy and wise action. Reasonable demands 
should be satisfied and ignorance and unfounded 
suspicion should be cleared away by frank dem- 
onstration of honest motives and practical wis- 
dum in bridge work. 

The municipal bridge belongs to the people. 
They voted for its construction and are supplying 
the funds for its building. They are entitled to 
full information concerning it. They have a 
right to ask questions and to receive fair answers. 
They have a right to insist upon proof that their 
money is being well applie® to accomplish the 
objects of the bridge. Candor is wise policy, be- 
cause it breaks down opposition and assures the 
completion of the work. 

No great public work requiring popular support 
can be accomplished by secrecy, arbitrary action 
o: contemptuous disregard for public protests and 
demands. The only successful course for public 
officials is to take the people into their confidence 
on the subject of public work. Before the vote on 
the bond issue there should Be a thorough un- 
derstanding and agreement between the City Hall 
and the people of St. Louis concerning the free 
bridge. On this basis the bonds will be voted 
overwhelmingly.

An officer may try a man 
as often as he chooses, and the man is placed 
in the guardhouse, and if found not guilty, is 
turned back to duty. Nothing is done because he 
was confined and nothing is thought of it. If, 
however, an enlisted man charges an officer with 
an offense and a board of officers find their 
brother officer not guilty, then the enlisted man 
must serve a guardhouse imprisonment because 
he made a false stacement. 

When an enlisted man wishes to secure aid from 
higher authority, he must secure his officer’s per- 
mission. And yet, people worder why so many 
desert when the penalty is so severe, Helen Gould 
(God bless her), has made more men remain in 
the army than all the court-martials put to- 
gether. When one hears the details of some army 
trials, it causes one to wonder if, after all, Bailey 
Millard’s story, “The Shame of the Army,” was 
as far fetched as the Army and Navy Journal] 
would have us believe. 

I have learned from experience, and God forbid 
that I shall ever again be forced by patriotism or 
my country’s call under the regime of an Army of- 
ficer.

“There was no false bravery in Col. 
Morelos,” said Redo. “He permitted 
the bandits to blindfold both eyes and 
waited for the volley. There was 
some delay. The squad assigned to 
execute was unused to such a scene. 

Col. Morelos, knowing there was 
some confusion, raised‘his hand and 
“"There is no 
necessity for making a mistake here,’ 
he sajd to the commanding officer. 
‘Order the crowd away, select a cer- 
tain number of men as your firing 
squad and then direct them to fire 
as you drop your saber. Why should 
my body be filled full of bullets by 
indiscriminate firing when one, or 
three, or six will do the work?’ 

Reprieve After Execution. 

“Having so instructed the officers, 
Col. Morelos dropped the bandage over 
his eyes again, placed his two hands 
upon his breast and said: ‘I’m ready,’ 
and the volley followed. A moment 
later came the order from headquar- 
ters for the preservation of Col. Mor- 
elos’ life. It was too late. 

“Two days before he was shot Col. 
Morelos had been granted the Great 
Cross of the First Military Order. Only 
four men had been accorded such 
honor. Col. Morelos never knew he 
had been so honored.”
